through shipment of large quantities 
of Louisiana oil through Texas to "It- 
aly and other foreign countries" in 
1936-37. 


Additionally, Weiss 
was charged 


in another indictment with evading 
payment of income taxes for 1936.

Helis conlendcd Ihe well 
produced 


less than 3,000 barrels of oil a day 
"through" the choke. 


Helis won the battle, but the plain- 


tiffs appealed and on March 25, 1939, 
the United States circuit court of 
appeals reversed the decision with a 
ruling that "no well in Louisiana . 
could produce 3,000 barrels a day Jcipal court: 
through a three-eights inch choke." 
Hoiis petitioned that the circuit court 
review its decision, but the plea was 
refused. 


Greek Meets Greek In Court 


Helis has had other troubles too. On 


May 30, 1937, George Cotros, a fellow 
Greek, of Memphis, Tenn., sued in 
district, court at New Orleans to be 
recognized as part owner of the Boli- 
var tract in Ilxsria parish field. Cot- 
ros charged lhal "having complele 
confidence" in Helis, he had loanec 
Helis $10,000 on verbal contract lo 


rill an oil well on Ihe Irack. Helis had 
eturncd his $10,000, Cotros calmed 
oiling him the wel was going to be 


failure, a dry hole and that he was 
elurning Cotros' money because he 
knew that Cotros couldn't stand such 


i loss." 
One week later the well hit oil, av- 
irred Cotros, and because Helis hart 
nformation about Ihc well that Cotros 
didn't have when Helis sent, the $10,- 
000 back to Cotros, Colros charged 
hat he had been defrauded of his 
share in the producing well. 


On March 28, 1939, Judge Wayne C. 


3orah decided against Colros, slating 
:hat "no evidence of a contract has 
jeen presented." 


Helis has been one of the biggest 


Contibutors to the Democratic Nat- 
ional Committee's warchest. Official 
figures, lisled in a January slory from 
Washington, show thai he contributed 
$5.000. Unofficially, one hears that Jim 
Farley must get a laugh out of that 
figure." 


In 193U, according to friends of Helis, 


he sent an agent to Scotland and pur- 
chased outright the great Whialcy dis- 
tillery of Leith. They say that the oil 
man had decided two things—first, 
that Scotland was a good place to in- 
vest money; secondly that world-wide 
demand for Scotch whiskey wouldn't 
slacken. When Helis names an agent, 
he trusts him to the limit; if he can'l 
he fires him. 


William "Red" Smith is second in 


command of the Helis oil properties. 
They are conducted by the Lincoln 
Oil Co., Inc., which maintains offices

Jokesmiths would have had a thin time of it during the past 600 or 6000 


years if they hadn't had the old standby about the woman's privilege of 
changing her mind. Through repetition, fhis perogativ? has become as firmly 
established as the Rock of Gibraltar used to be. 


This Is all very fine, as far as men go, they are used to it and freely 


grant it.-But there is a side to this changeability which is not so well known. 
It is the- doHars-and-cents cost of it. 


If it weren't for the fact that women return one-eighth of the goods they 


buy iB department stores, the cost of these goods would be lower. In other 
woi'ds, the entire sales of one day in eight are sent back. The cost of opera- 
ting that day is a dead loss. Who pays for it'.' Why the people who buy the 
goods^-not only those who return a lot of them, but all buyers. 


These conclusions were reached by the Twentieth Century Fund, a re- 


search organisation which has been investigating various phases of retailing. 
The report is not yet final, but it suggests a tremendous source of waste in 
the retumed-goods privilege. 


Every" buyers, this preliminary report points out, who orders several 


articles on approval, intending to buy only one. or who returns an article 
several .times because it does not suit her, is adding materially to the general 
cost of distribution. 


All this would be all right of course if the people who do the returning 


paid for the extra service. But they don't. All customers pay their share of 
it. fcven those who never use it. 


The odd thing about this survey is that almist half of the women inter- 


Viewed admitted that they themselves were at fault, others variously blaming 
the retailer, manufacturer, salespeople, or the state of their bunions, 


At a time when the whole distributive system is being studied with a 


view to cutting its cost and thereby widening it, this is an interesting sidelight. 


And it raveak again one reason why things are high in the United States 


is because the people of this country have been accustomed to, and demand, 


of service, convenience and choice unknown elsewhere.

Eliminate Breeding Places If You'd Be Rid of 


Dangerous House Flies 


In order to control the birth and if given suitable opportunity. Flics 


distribution of flies it is necessary first 
of all to control the places in which 
they breed. They breed not only in 
manure of all types, but also around 
the corpses of animals, feed troughs, in 
waste feed, in garbage cans and in sim- 
lar places. The old exposed box. bos- 
ket, or can which used to be used for 
refuse is thus a menace to the house- 
hold. 


A good garbage can with a tight-fit- 


ting lid should, therefore, be provided 
for every household in ever communi- 
ty. Moreover, all liquid matter should 
be drained from kitchen refuse :iml 
only solid materials, preferably put 
first in newspapers or otherwise' wrap- 
ped, should be put in the garbage can. 


Tills may seem like a lot of trouble, 


but it will be found worthwhile not 
only from the point of view of pre- 
venting flies, but also from the point 
of view of eli'mlnatins otlors and at- 
tracting insects, mice and rats. Gar- 
bage should never be allowed to ac- 
cumulate in pilos in the backyard or 
in the alley. 


The addition of a small quantity of 


turpentine to vessels which contain 
kitchen slops or sprayed over garbage 
material will serve to repel flies, and 
is also harmless. 


Purveyors of fruits and vegetables 


and of food and other materials should 
be compelled to dispose properly of 
decaying vegetables and fruits, as well 
as of straw and weeds. These may be 
sprayed with crude oil under suitable 
control and burned, and preferably 
should be disposed of before they can 
become a breeding place for flies. 


In some rural areas sewer water or 


dish water is permitted to drain from 
kitchen sinks and toilets to a pool or 
ditch not too far removed frJn the 
house. Should such a pool or ditch 
become clogged, it becomes a breeding 
place for maggots and flies. 


The house fly can.be carried by the 


wind and can fly a fairly large distance 


ilo not like strong breezes and usually 
sit down somewhere ami remain quiet 
when a strong breeze appears. How- 
ever, they may be carried considerable 
distances by e,isy flights and they are

dred Scott, 11, of Rose City, oast of 
North Little Rock, was killed shortly 
after noon Sunday when she slipped 
and fell 96 feet over Cedar Falls into 
the pool in the canyon in the Petit 
Jean Slate park, 15 miles southwest of 
Morrllton. 


Miss Scott, accompanied by Otis Ste- 


phens and Miss Marguerite Brown and 
L. D. Holt of Rose City, went to the 
park to spend the dny and had gone 
down Cedar creek to view the place 
where Miss Gornldine Shnw and her 
brolher, Rodney Shnw, both of Con- 
woy. fell over the falls last Sunday. 
Miss Scott slipped on the moss-covered 
wet stones approxi'rrfately It) feet from 
(he falls. Shephens attempted lo reach 
her, but she slid over the falls before 
lie could get to her. Stephens fell but 
grabbed a small tree, which prevented 
his going over the falls. 


Stephens reported two unknown men 


took Miss Scott's body and placed it 
on the side of the pool. They had gone 
when he reached the botlom of the 
canyon approximately eight minutes 
after the accident. He told onrolleej 
from the VCCC camp, who answerec 
his call for help that Miss Scott show- 
ed no signs of life after entering the 
pool. The VCCC men, with the aid of 
visitors, worked for more than an hour 
in an effort to revive Miss Scott by ar- 
tificial respiration but without results. 


Dr. T, W. Hardison, chairman of the 


Arkansas State Porks Commission, who 
lives on Petit Jean mountain near the 
park, said all four accidents which 
hiive occurred in the park this year, 
in which persons fell into tho Cedar 
Fall's canyon, were off of the system 
of well defined trails which have teen 
established in the park by the VCCC 
cnfm'p, under the direction of the Na- 
tional Park Service. In response to the 
suggestion that iron vailing be con- 
structed lo protect visiors from falling 
into the canyon, Dr. Hardison called 
attention to the fact the gorges in the 
park cover a distance of 20 miles and 
that these would have to be fenced 
under such a plan. There is little dan- 
ger of accidents as long as the regular 
trails in the park are used by visitors, 
the record of the park revealed, he 
said.

Alabama Proposes 


State Stock Law 


Governor Throws His In- 


fluence Behind New 


Fencing Proposal 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.—Alabama is 


in the throes of the most impassioned 
legislative Imbroglio since 1931. 


The cause is a statewide stock law 


bill that would curtail the state's open 


•cattle ranges. 


Alabama now has a precinct-option 


law and only five counties in the 
southwest portion o£ the state maintain 
an open range. But these are the 
counties in which the open range 
abuses are most flagrant and bear the 
closest relation to the economic woal 
ot the section's inhabitants. From these 
live counties spring the nucleus and 
substance of the opposition to the law. 


Consequently, legislators from these 


counties, some through 
conviction, 


others for political expediency, are 
shouting that a state-wide law would 
Swell relief rolls. 


They have dusted off the local self- 


government argument and are demand- 
ing a county option law. They point 
out local option is in effect as to liquor 
and that the legislature should not 
"ram a stock law down our throats." 
Supporters say there is scarcely any 
reason for enacting a county option 
law because Alabama already has the 
equivalent in the precinct-option law 


The statewide stock bill was intro- 


duced by Representative Dave Walden 
a successful fanner of Henry county 
in the "black belt." He Wade an im- 
pressive speech in its favor. He saic 
that his father was impdacably opposec 
to a fencing law in his section and 
staved it off for years. Finally, it was 
voted. Three years later he was call- 
ing it "the greatest blessing in dis- 
guise of his life." 


In effect the Walden bill compels 


stock owners to fence in their animals 
by November 1,1940. The bill provides 
that Alabama's 
highway patrolmen 


(140), county and municipal peace of- 
fices would be empowered to pick up 
stray cattle and impound them. The 
owned could reclaim them for a $1 fee. 


However it appears likely that the 


brunt of enforcement will fall on the 
person whose property is damaged or 
used illegally. Such persons would be 
given the right to take up strays frotirt 
their land and impound them. Before 
returning the animal to its owner, the 
impounder may demand compensation 
for any damage done by the animal 
and for its feed bill during detention. 


In the January session of the legis- 


lature such bills came and went with- 
out coming to a vote. Gov. Frank M. 
Dixon, who holds powerful sway over 
the legislature, was in no position to 
push the legislation because he was 
engaged in a stiff fight to enact far- 
reaching reform legislation.
